Pentay's Defeat at Oambridge Beta the
College Politicians at Work,

CRIMSON MAY DROP THE RED AND BLUE

Old-Time Antagonism Now Finds an
Exeuse for Flaring Up and the
Outvome May Effect Some
Nadienal Changen.

The defeat of the Blue and the Red by
the Crimson a woek ago may mean more
than simply a victory of Harvard over Penn-
grivania, unusual ag that ls, for cut of the
yesult of that game hoave grown rumors that
are more or lees dlsquisting to the present
status of foot ball among the hig four teams
of the east, There ls a pomsibility that ite
conrequences may be the formation nf some-
thing lke a foot ball lesgue among tho
members of this quarter, that fs, ultimately.
It I8 not probable that tedions college
diplomacy will permit this desirable result
1o be consummated at once, but even If a
start is made in that direction footballists
will be satisfied.

It has long been no secret that there has
been a not Inconsiderable element among the
Harvard undergraduates who have never
cared much for a game with the Quakers.
This hostile feeling toward the Penn-
svlvanians oulminated last spring when
Penn cdrrled off everything at the Mott
Javen games, when the other contending
colleges, and particularly Harvard, alleged
that Pennsy was represented by men who
had not entered the unlversity with the sole
end slmple Intent of sequiring knowledge.
This element in Harvard has long wanted
to digcontinue the game, dut the foot ball
mmanagement could not weoll do so as long
a8 Pennsy was regularly beating them.
Now the opportunity offers to cast off the
Red and the Blue, however, and it is within
the range of possibllity that Harvard will
do 0, wlthough denials have been entered.

It this action should be tuken there is no
doubt that Harvard will play with Prince-
ton again and the result will be that a
triangular league will be formed once more.
Yale I8 {u favor of this plan and will un-
doubtedly urge the Crimson to enter Into
such a deal. Princeton would readily enough
consent to the arrangement, for the last two
yvears Pave found her with only two big
games on her hands—Cornell and Yale.

In case that the Penn and antl-Penn ele-
meots In Harvard can not get together on
@ scheme of this kind, & very satisfactory
quadrangular league Is suggested, and this
would be a better idea than the other, The
plan is that Harvard and Yale shall play
Princeton and Pennsylvania early in No-
vember on the same day, and the winner
and loser play two weeka later. It will
be a diMcult task to reconcile Yale and
Pennsylvanin, as well as to Induce Penn
and Princeton to make up their differences,
but the suggestion is sensible, and will
have to be accepted by the colleges in time.

The gridiron contest of the meason up
10 date was easily the melee that occurred
# weok ago belween Pennsylvanla and
Harvard, Ita importance lay not only in
the splendid foot ball that it brought out,
but also Iin its sensational and somewhat
unexpected result. Four years of defeal
of the Crimson by the Quakers, sometimes
when the former appeared to have had the
superior team, had taught the lesson that
Harvard might be expected to go down al-
amost under any ¢lrcumstances before Pennsy,
but the Crimson this season disappointed
the antleipation, and it did It altogether
by long continued able effort. There was
nio luck, nothing of brilllancy about thelr
play.

The Crimson team of this fall 18 probably
one of the best thut Harvard has ever turned
out, In point of physlcal conditlon and
team work It Is perhaps the best, It played
@n almost errorless game, It Is probable
that never In the history of foot ball In
this country have two teams mot that were

provaed upon and ssveral other wuknuln'
otght to be bolstered.

The University of Pennsylvania has still
to get ready for a hard game, that with
Cornell on Thankagiving day. Unless the
Quakurs recover from their downfall at
Cambridges, in which thelr gpirits were un-
doubtedly broken, they will have a hard
time with the Cornelllans. 1t s eald at
Bogton {hat there Is an open rupture bhes
tween Conch Woodruff and some of the men
who did not do good work agalust Harvard.
If sucth proves to be the case old Penn’s
chances for Thanksglving day suctess may
be expected to grow beautifully less. Wood-
ruff unquestionably did the best with the
material at hand, which, by the way, was
not by any means up to the etandurd of
former years.

In her game with Pennsy, Harvard per-
fected a method for smashing the Quakers'
famous guards’ back play, which was par-
tially uged by Cornell lnst Thanksglving day
against Penn. 'The plan was that when-
ever the guards were pulled back to make
thelr crushing onslaught into the middle of
the line, wome of the Harvard rushera were
to fall on their knees and grab every blue
and red leg In sight. The ends in the mean-
while played well out and watched for the
man with the ball, In ahmost every Instance
the plap was carried out so succesafully that
the Penn men could not gain the great
distance that has been usually made with
this play. Cornell partially stopped the
formation Jast year by this leg-grabbing
process,

Nebraska had no trouble in eapturing
the championship of the Western Intercol-
leginte assoclation a week ago when she
met the Jayhawkers on thelr native heath
at Lawrence, The brawn, muscle and skill
of the representatives of the Antelope state
easlly tralled the colors of the Kansans in
the dust of defeat even though the latter
put up a game fight, The fight for the
pennant, of course, is not very extenslve, as
there are now only three teams in the
league, but Nebraska safely landed it by
skinning Kansas by a score of 18 to 6 and
Missourl 47 to 0, Missourl may yet defeat
Kansas on Thanksgiving day, but even
then it would only be tled for second
money. Nebraska's remalning hard game
Is the one on Thankeglving day with Iowa,
which will take place in this city or at
the Council Bluffs Driving park, but Towa
Is not ln the league. It Is not at all im-
probable that this last contest will be the
gridiron event of the season In this section
of the country.

But while Nebraska has won the inter-
colleglate champlonship it will hardly be
able to pose is the fool ball champion of the
Mlissourl valley, That honor seems to he-
long to the eleven of the Kansas Clty Medl-
cal college, which administered the only
defent of the seison to Nebraska at Kansas
City last Monday. The band of Antelopes
were bhardly justified In meeting so strong
o team after the gruelling struggle down
at Lawrence, and therefore thelr defeat Is
excusable. They were bruised, sore and in
bad conditlon. Nevertheless the Medics
beat them, and as they also beat Missouri
and lost to Kansas by the small score of 6
to 0, they seem to have first claim to cham-
plonship honors, Thig team Is a husky
bunch of ex-college players and Is trained
by a good coach in ''Chub’ Morris, a Yalen-
slan,

On the de-
fense the Harvard backs handled kicks in
almosat faultless style. On the other hand,
Penn's kicking game would have been dis-
creditable to a prep school team. Hare
was slow In getting his punts off, and was
@t the same time erratic In placing them.
On the defense the work of the Penn backs
was & lamentable exhibitlon, Almost with-
out exception they elther muffed or fumbled
the leather when Harvard punted. Had
she Quakers' klcking game been as good um
that of the Crimson It Is not unlikely that
the game would have resulted In a tle.

Harvard's supreme test will be wit-
nessed next Saturday with the Crimson
clashing in Rugby battle array aguainst the

Blue of Yale. It will be the final, culminat- |

ing, climatic gridlron struggle between
those two teams and when it s concluded
thelr seasons will be ended. The game
promiscs to bhe fully up to the important
position It occuples upon the schedule, for
the sting ol defeat always cuts elther to the
;quick and only after a desperate struggle
will elther be lald low. Harvard's sensa-
tiopal victory over the Quakers has boomed
the Crimson stock twofold In the estimation
of those who have tried to figure out the
vesult of the coming encounter, According
no the reports from New Haven Yale shoula
be In such poor shape that her opponents
ought to enjoy an essy victory, but that is
an old Yale trick and is never taken with
miuch seriousness, That
material to develop a team as strong as the
wvictorious eleven of last year there can be no
foubt and the advent of an army of coaches
to New Haven is slowly bringing about the
needed Improvement. Harvard men, that
is, the coaches, have not lost their heads
because of their team's trlumph over old
Peun. On the contrary they regard the
game with Yale as even a harder proposition
to solve than with the Quakers, The fact
thut Harvard will be compelled to play on
Yale's gridiron Is o Itself looked upon as a
serious obatacle which has been known to
bring defeat for the Crimson men. Harvard
ought to Improve greatly during the next
week.

He signed a three
years' contract for $7,000 a year, and of
this amount he was pald $1,000 hefore he
pitched a ball. Buck Ewing has earned
$22,000 in three years on the emerald dla-
mond.

Sale of Direciom Still Afords Plenty
of Excune for Wonder and
Comment,

The sale of an untried slock horse for
$20,000 would have caused a genulne sensa-
tion ten or fifteen years ago, yet the trans-
fer of Directum, 2:06%, to Willlam E. Spler
for that amount of money has created hardly
a ripple of enthusiasm among horsemen, who
are still Inclined (o measure values by
the inflated standard of the hoom days. DIi-
rectum Is 9 years old, his campaigning
career 18 ended, he is plain to the point of
belng commonplace in appearance and he
has yel to get his firet high winner on the
turf. S8ix of his yearling colta, however,
sold for $8.360 under the auctloneer's ham-
mor al Lexington Iast month. It was
largely on the strength of their showlng that
his new owner bought the horse. Speaking
of Directum's racing capacity, a well known
clreuit follower esaid the other day: “He
could beat any other trotter that ever lived.
Monroe Sallsbury used to say so, even
when Alix and Azote were at thelr best.
Start the three In a race, all on edge, and
Directum would sell favorite over the fleld.”
Up to this time Directum's opportunities in
the stud have been none of the best. He got
only & fow foals in Californla while he was
in traloing, and was poorly patronized when
placed In the stud at Detroit and Lexing-
ton two years ago. At Suburban Stock
Ifarm, bis new howe ncar Glens Falls, the
great trotter will probably have a rare
chance to prove his merit as a sire. Robert
MoGregor, 2:17%; Autograph, 2:18%;, and
May King, 2:20, were formerly in the stud
there, and the collection of brood mares Is
both extensive nad select.

Four entries have been named In the
special clags for pacers with a record of
2:08 or better tuat will be put on at the
National horse show in New York. They
are John R, Gentry, Kilatawah, Robert J.
and Direct, Three of these four compoti-
tors have held the world's record at thelr
way of going, and the fourth, Kiatawah, Is
now the champlon 3-year-old pacer,

If reports are true the horse of the cen-
tury, Ormonde, for wbkich W. O'B. Mac-
donough of California pald $150,000 a few
years ago, will soon be on his way back to
England. The former owner of the horse,
the duke of Westminster, is reported to have
offered $50,000 for the famous stallion and
Mr. Macdonough is likely to accept, The
duke of Westminster has for some time been
trylng to galn possession of the horse and
offered $30,000 several weeks ago, but was
refused.

Another California horse that has gath-
ered laurels during the last season s Much
Better, which has reduced the 4-year-old
mark for fillles to 2:07% in Callfornia. She
is by Charles Derby, 2:20, from None Bet-
ter, a grand looking mare by Allandorf.
As & 2-year-old she was not worked much,
but as & 3-year-old she made 2:26%5. Many
critics belleve that on a good track a mark
of 2:03 is within her reach.

FOR LOVERS OF GUN AND ROD

Fish Comminsioner May Descants on
the Henefita of the Exposition to
His Chosen Fileld.

Fish Commissioner Lew May considers
himselt amply repald for all the efforts he
put forth in behalf of the Nebraska State
Fish commission to make the fishery exhibit
:n the Government bullding at the exposi-
tlon & success in the fact that some 2,000
fish that were on display have been turned
over to the commission. Without the as-
slstanco that was glven by May and his
companions on the board It Is very ques-
tionable 1f the fish exhibit would have been
much of a feature of the show, This seems
to have heen thoroughly appreciated by W.
C. De Ravenal, assistant Unlted States fish
commissioner {n charge of distribution, who
wns at the head of the exhibit. As an in-
dication of this he gave the fish to the state
board,

The bunch of fish that has been turned
over conslsts of the following: 1,250 8-
months-old trout, principally lake; seventy
18-months-old brook, brown and Loch Leven
trout; twenty-five 2 and 3-year-old brook,
brown and Loch Leven trout; nipnety-eight
large-mouthed black bass ranglog from 0
months to 3 years of age; fifteen small-
mouthed bhass; forty-eight yellow bass, 2
years old; ten rock bass, 1 and 2 yedrs old;
seven white bass, #slxty cropple, thirteen
perch, seven wall-eyed pike, twelve large
tench, twelve large goldfish, five dogflish,
two large golden ldes, elght large carp, one
plekorel, 200 small goldfish and about 400
miscellaneous varleties consisting of sun-
fish, bullheads, catfish and carp.

Among the batch are a number of fish
that the state commisslon has not at the
hatcheries. For example, Lew May has been
trylng for years to get hold of some small-
mouthed bass and has never succeeded,
Yellow base, white buass, large tench and
Loch Leven trout are.among the other spe-
cles that the commission has never suo®
ceeded In getting hold of. The most Inter-
esting of all the fish received, however, are
the pair of golden Ides. These are a for-
elgn fish and are exceedingly rare, It Is
sald that there are but thirteen
specimens in the possession of
all the fish commissions of the country.
They are a large fish, welghing about a
pound and a half or three pounds and are
marked in golden hues. A peculiarity is
that they breed but once In eight or ten
years and the experiments In which they
will figure will be watched with interest.
Commisisoner May Is elated over the acqui-
sition of these fish, particularly on account
of their rarivy.

All the fish which are not represented at
the hatcheries will be watched with care.
Efforts will be made to breed them In order
to propagate the different varieties, |f pos-
sible. g

Cornell’'s Probable Demnand on Yale
the Thing that Makes College
Men Hold Their Breath.

Where there {s smoke there is usually some
fire, and, therefore, there seems Lo be some
foundation to the reports that Cornell is in-
tending to send an athletic ultimatum to
Yale, although the rumors are strenuously
denled at Ithaca. Annually Cornellians are
becoming more sore over the refusal of the
Yale athletic council to engage in foot ball,
base bail pnd track struggles with them, and
there {8 now considerable talk of sending
a plain statement to the Yale push that
Cornell will not give them an opportunity
to regain their lost rowing laurels unleas
the barg are thrown down In other athletic
evenls, It was only by stress of c¢lrcum-
stnnces that Yale consented to row Cornell
at Poughkeepsie a couple of yeara ago, and
because of the defeat sustained there by the
Brue last summer's race at New London
was an absolute necessity, Cornell’s victory
over Yale and Harvard on the Thames course
made the Ithacane recognized dictalors In
the rowing world, and for that reason Cor-
nell proposes to try to use this as an enter-
ing wedge to force Yale to meet her In other
athletic ways. While Yalo was practically
compelled to meet Cornell in a boat race all
efforts to arrange bate ball, foot ball and
track games were promptly balked by the
Yale management, who claimed that the
scheme was not favorably regarded by the
undergraduates, Thercfore Cornell is Lelling
Yale that unless she admlits the Ithacans to
other competitive sports Cornell will refuse
to meet her on the water., A well known
Cornell graduate talks as follows about the
situation: “Yale plays foot ball and base
ball with Harvard and Princoton, besldes
Wesleyan, Brown, Amherst, Willlams, Dart-
mouth and the Indians. Why cannot Corhell
gel 4 date each year, too? Is It because we
are graduslly turning out stronger teams
and may some day defeat Yale? Posalbly it
14 the same rearon why Yale turned down
the University of Pennsylvania, with whom
we are not afrald to play an annual series
In all branches. Yale saw that the Quakers
were rapidly coming to the top of the foot
ball heap and dropped them. Cornell has
taken such big strides in all departments in
the last five yenrs that It ls our bellef that
Yale does not care to take any more chances
than are absolutely necessary with us.'

The eastern Intercollegiate rowing situa-
tlon ssema Lo be In a bit of a muddle and
tangle In view of the fact that Cornell and
Yale, with Harvard backing the latter, will
find diMoulty In making arrangements for
a race under any circumstances, In the
first place, It the three come together, the
Blue and the Crimson will probably inslst
that the race shall take place upon the
Thames course. The Cornell experts, even
though thelr crew won last year, declare
that this course is unfit, and probably will
not consenl agaln to go there In order to
get a race.  Secondly, Cornell will insiat
that If the race takes place it shall be
rowed at least more than a week's time
distant from her race with Pennsylvania,
Since Cornell's defeat at the hands of
Pennsy last season she can not break away
from the Quakers. Inasmuch as this de-
feat was ascribed to the straln of the rape
rowed a week before with Yale and Harvard,
the Cornell Athletic council has stated that
Cornell will never again row in two racea
within a week or so of each other. Thus
Yale and Harvard would probably bave to
concede both date and place to the Cor-
nellians to mest them. They could solve
the whole situation by rowing with Penn-
sylvania and Cornell at the Poughkeepsle
course, but they are hardly likely to con-
sent 1o do anything of the kind, Last
week Manager Preston of the Yale crew
gave an inkling regarding this in the fol-
lowing statement: “Yale will row but one
race next spring.

He takes
half of a broken billiard ball and =tands a
big dle, with the usual numbers on It, right
over one of the "spots’ on the table, and
then freezes the object ball Into one of the
corners near It. The object Is to carom
from the frozen object ball on the half ball,
and the shot counts the number shown by
the dle when it falls to the cloth. Then he
marks the lower end of the table off into
squares, with numbers, llke a bagatelle
board, and spots the object ball in front of
the squares. The cue ball must make three
cushions before hitting the object ball, and
the shot counts the number marked on the
space where the latter finally rests, provid-
ing It finally does rest, In any of the squares,
which is very doubtful.
